DESTRUCTIVE POTATO DISEASES, 
What These Are and How to Prevent Them, 
as Told by Professor Galloway. 

Among the many fungous -diseases 
affecting the Irish potato, three are 
especially worthy of consideration, on 
account of the regularity of their ocour- 
rence in the United States and the wide- 
spread losses they occasion. The diseases 
in question are potato blight or downy 
mildew, the macrosporium disease and 
potato scab. The blight attacks leaves, 
stems and tubers. . The 


um, 
often mistaken for true blight, affects |. 


the leaves, the stems sometimes, but 


* the tubers never. The scab is too well | 


known to require description. Professor 
Galloway, in a bulletin recently issued 
by the department of agriculture, gives 
the following advice: 

For blight and the macrosporium dis- 
ease nothing so effective as the bor- 
deaux mixture has been found. This 
should be prepared as follows: Pour in- 
to a 45 gallon barrel about 80 gallons 


_of clean water, then weigh out 6 pounds 


of bluestone or copper sulphate, and 
after tying it in a piece of coarse sack-’ 
ing suspend the package just beneath 
the surface of the water by means of a 
string tied to a stick laid across the top 
of the barrel. In another suitable ves-

carefully by pouring on small quanti- 
tes ah weber 4 A Rk kandag pat rand 
to obtain a smooth, creamy liquid free 
from grit. As soon as the bluestone is 
dissolved, which will require probably 
less than an hour, pour the lime milk 
into.the blnesone solution, stirring con- 
stantly to effect a thorough mixing. Add 
enough water to fill the barrel, stir 
again, and the mixture is then ready 
for use. 

For the treatment of potato scab a 
solution of corrosive sublimate has giv- 
en the best results. This should be pre- 
pared by dissolving 244 ounces of corro- 
sive sublimate in about 2 gallons of hot 
‘water, and-after an interval of 10 or 12 
hours diluting with 18 gallons of water. 

For potato blight and the macrospo- 
rium disease, apply the bordeaux mix* 
ture, beginning when the plants are about 
six inches high, and continuing ‘at inter- | 
vals of 12 or 14 days, until five orsix ap- 
plications in all have been made. If the 
season is. rainy, it would probably. be 
best to make the treatments every 10 
days, the object being to keep the plants 
at all times covered with the fungicide. 
By adding 4 ounces of paris green to 
each barrel of the bordeaux mixture the 
treatments will not only prevent the 
keep 
in check the Colored potato beetle and 
other insects as well. Before adding the 
paris green to the bordeaux mixture the 
former should be made into a thin paste 
psd mixing with asmall quantity of wa- 


ers scab has been. very successful- 
ly prevented by the use of the corrosive 
sublimate solution described. The pota- 
toes to. be planted are immersed in-the 
solution for an hour and a half, then 
spread out to dry, cut “and planted in 
the usual manner. A large barrel offers 
a convenient receptacle for the solution. 
The potatoes may be placed in a coarse 
sack and suspended in the liquid, care 
being taken to wash the-tubers before 
dipping, providing they are very dirty. 
The corrosive sublimate is very poison- 
ous; therefore it must be used with great 
care and kept out of the reach of children 
and animals. 


Level Culture For Squashes. 
Squashes, like all other garden truck, 
must be supplied with large amounts of 
ple ant food. A heavy manuring should 
thoroughly incorporated into the soil 
at the time of plowing. The soil should 
then be thoroughly hardened and hills | 


~strack-ont not less than eight feet apart, 


and for the stronger growing varietiee 
10 feet is none too far. New England 
Homestead says: From 600 to) 700 
pounds of phosphates per acre should be 
scattered around the hills and mixed in 
the soil.’ In planting the best plan is ta 
drop 8 or 10 seeds to a hill, When all 
are. germinated, these may be thinned 
out to three or four. After the second 
hoeing from 500 to 600 pounds more of 
phosphate should be scattered between 
the rows, thus providing abundant food 
during the growing season. Hills struck 
out in regular rows may be cultivated 
both ways and much hand hoeing saved. 
Hilling squashes is n~ w generally looked 
upon as being an old fashioned style of 
cultivation, and level culture is the 


. mode now generally practiced. 


Take Clover at Its Best. 

The great mistake of making hay is 
{ts being left to get too ripe before -eut- 
ting. The period when grass (pasture) 
gives the greatest flow of milk is the 
time to cut it to make the most nutri- 
tious hay. Of course grass requires more 
labor and care in curing, but at the 
game time will not suffer as much from 
rains as that cut_too ripe..It will be 
less harsh and will occupy less space 
in storing, stock will relish it better, 
and the flow of milk will be greater 
than from grass cut tooripe. By cutting 
clover quite early we get a good second 
crop, which is of more value than it 
generally gets credit for. Clover will. 
not die out so soon as when cut too 
ripe. For example, a clover seed crop 
generally finishes up plant and all. 


The Seventeen Year Locust.

A Word About Oats. 

American Cultivator says: ‘‘Though 
white oats almost always bring highest 
prices in the market, they are not always 
best for feeding, especially when given 
whole. More depends on the kind of 
husk or ‘beard ‘as fineness or 
harshness than upon its color. A black 
oat that has a soft husk is less apt to ir- 
ritate the stomach than some of the 
white kinds, whose husk is nearly as 
harsh and stiff as that of barley and 
whichis injurious.to thestomach. The 
very heavy oats are:most apt to have 
this harsh character of husk, and for 
this reason the same weight with larger 
bulk of light oats is preferable for feed- 
ing. ”

THE VALUE _oF RICH MEN. 


Oxtract From an Address by Richard 
Hi. Dana, In Boston, Feb, 28, 1894. 

When in Chicago at the World's fair 
you probably saw in the fine art gallery a 
very striking statue of a group of persons 
struggling for labor tickets. As you 
know, there have been times in certain 
parts of England when labor has been 
very scarce, and what little employment 
there was used to be distributed by scat- 
tering labor tickets among the people. 
This statue represented such a scene as 
often took place. One lfrge, strong man 
has grasped the ticket and holds it aloft 
in his hand, a stalwart young-man is try- 
Ing to take it from him. An old man 
clings piteously to his waist, but all the 
while the eyes of the fortunate holder are 
‘ooking at a poor woman with her- child 
at his feet, and he is struggling between 
his own desire for work How his pity for 
those more helpless than himself. 

Now what does all this mean? It means 
@ scarcity of wealth in that town. Now 
let us suppose that there should come 
into that town to stay 100 men with in- 
comes of $15,000 apiece, let us say owners 
of a rich copper mine in the west. What 
would be the result? They would build 
homes, That would create a demand for 
lumber, bricks; stone; lime, cement, hard- 
ware and labor. Then the lumber and 
hardware dealers would have money, the 
brick yards would start up and with the 
joint employment of labor there would be 
a demand for all sorts of articles. 

The storekeepers would have more 
money, rents would be paid, real estate 
would advance, and apie there would be 
“wore demand-for goods, and that would 
ea demand for more labor and that in 
ita turn create demand for goods and so 
on. Not only the townspeople, but the 
farmers would be benefitted. The de- 
mand for farm products would not stop 
with what the 100 rich men and their 
families would consume, but storekeep- 
ers, mechanics and laborers who before 
could not afford the pittance to keep 
life in their bodies would now be pur- 
chasers of milk, butter, eggs, meat and 
vegetables. 

Now, would it have been a wise policy 
to have kept these 100 rich men from com- 
ing into that town by insisting on impos- 
ing an unjust double tax on their prop- 
erty which other countries did not insist 


on? 

Iheard om the floor of the legislature 
last yeara member who got upand de 
nounced rich men generally and said, 
“We don’t want any more millionaires in 
the commonwealth.” What is the use of 
talking that way. It isn’t that we want. 

individual millionaires or thet 

they are any more. agreeable than 
equally well educated, honest and able 
men who are poor, but we do need their 
‘wealth, and yet we insist on a double tax 
in this state such as none of our surround- 
ing states require, and which tends to 
keep ont and drive out wealth from this 
state, and efforte are being made at the 
state house to enforce that unjust double 


tax more stringently than ever,

These, says the editor of Gardening, are 
the only kinds known, and although gen- 
erally rated as distinct species their bo- 
tanical relationship is so close that Sir 
Joseph Hooker considers-them.only three 
varieties of one species, All three are in 
cultivation here. The Mount Atlascedar 
is the hardiest, the cedar of Lebanon 
next and the Deodar the most tender. 
Indeed the last named is barely hardy

Why Stone Heajis Kill Trees, 

The commonly observed fact that a 
pile of stones around a tree is sure death 
to it is thus explained by American Cul- 
tivator: There are a variety of causes, 
Stone heaps make a harbor for mice, 
which. burrow in the loose soil under the 
heap and bark-the trees under shelter-of 
the stones. Apple and pear trees are of- 
ten destroyed thus—in fact, nearly all 

* kinds of trees when surrounded by stone 
heaps are sure to be more or less denud- 
ed of their bark. But a pile of stones 
around an oak or a butternut is usually 
fatal to it- if kept two or three years, 
though the bark of these trees ie never 
eaten by mice. The reason in this case 
is that the stones make a mulch around 
the trees, encouraging the growth of 
roots in warm weather close to the sur- 
face of the ground, but in winter the 
stone heap is no protection against deep 
freezing, and the destruction of the ten- 
der, succulent roots of the tree near the 
surface seriously injures it. The repeti- 
tion of this process three or four years in 
succession usually finishes the tree. 


When to Plant Raspberries. 
American Cultivator says: Black cap 
raspberries should be planted in the 
spring, as then the plants grow best. 
They should not be planted deep, or they 
die.. The red raspberries and blackber-

A Point In Vine Pruning. 

- Cultivators have frequently noticed 
that the severe pruning of a grapevine 
to keep it dwarf has a tendency to lessen 
its vital power, but yet, notwithstanding 
this weakening of vital power, it is abso- 
lutely essential at times that fruits should 
be severely pruned ifi order to keep them 
within certain bounds or for other good 
economic reasons, “Where, however, as- 
serts Meehan’s Monthly, a vine can be 
allowed to extend, as it naturally desires 
to do, the result in longevity and pro- 
ductiveness {s very remarkable.

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MAKING WHE MOST OF CLOVER. 


Growing Cly rer Is Adding to Invested Cap- 
ital and Insuring Better Dividen: 

The farmer who sows clover seed with 
every grain crop and allows this clover 
at least one year’s full growth is in- 
creasing the fertility of his land, If he 
gives the clove two years’ growth, there 
may be waste of fertility in other ways, 
but the gain from the clover more than 
offsets the loss of nitrogenous plant food. 
With a.heavy soil successive clover and 
grain are have been grown for many 
years withut applying any manure. If 
the mineral plant food is added, the al- 
ternation may be kept up indefinitely. 
Clover is nota money:crop. It does not 
bring the direct returns from sales of 
hay that a timothy crop will bring. It 
is not as good for pasture as is a June 
grass sod. Clover. as pasture is poor and 
innutritions until about the time it 
comes into blossom, Then it soon. gets 
past its prime, says American Cultiva- 
tor, authority for the following: 

We do-not favor the pasturing of 
clover at any time. There is a very short 
period when it is at its best, and just 
then it is cheaper to cut) it- and make 
into hay than to trust’ stock to pasture 
it down. We never saw a clover pasture 
-where the mowing: machine was not 
badly needed by midsummer to cut un- 
eaten clover and the various kinds of 
weeds that grow with it, which the stock 
will not eat. After it has been eaten off 
or cut off the second growth is sweeter 
and more tender. It will be eaten, and 


“what is not cropped early will be left to 


grow rank and coarse, In the end it does 
little except to manure the ground on 
which it grew. 

A far better way to manage clover is 
never to pasture it, but to mow it as 
‘early as possible in May. It is well to 
begin cutting for soiling before the clo- 


| ver gets into head. Partly dried, it is 


much bettér eating than it is when left 
to be cropped greeh. When the clover 
gets to its best, which is when all the 
heads are fully blossomed, what has not 
been cut for soiling should be- out for 
hay. It will be ready for cutting a sec- 
ond time in an astonishingly short pe- 
riod, If cut only for soiling and hay, 
clover on rich soil will give three and 
often four crops in a single season. An 
acre of clover cut thus will yield four 
or more tons of the very best. hay the 
second season of itsgrowth. In making 
this growth it will strike its roots deep 
into the subsoil and fit the land for pro- 
ducing a crop next season better than 
can be: got by the use: of $20 worth of 
stable manure per acre withdut the 


* clover, 
It is fortunate for American farmers . 


that the feeding value of clover is nct 
well understood in cities, and that as 
hay it never brings as high a price as 
does timothy. That fact keeps most of 


~tho clover hay for home use; Allowing 


a low value of $8 per ton for hame feed- 
ing, an acre of clover brings in a profit 
of $32 a year besides the value of its 
roots in the soil, There are few crops 80 
easily grown as clover that givo solarge 
returns as this. 


Formula For Kerosene Emulsion, 

The following formula is recommend- 
ed by the department of agriculture and 
has give general satisfaction: Kerosene, 
2 gallons; common or whale oil soap, 
one-half pound; water, 1 gallon. Dis- 
solve the soap in the water and heat the 
solution, adding it boiling hot to the 
kerosene. Churn the mixture by means 
of a force pump and spray nozzle for five 
or ten minutes. “The emulsion, if per- 

fect, forms a cream, which thickens on 
cooling and should adhere without oil- 
iness to the surfaceof glass. Dilute be- 
fore using with nine parts of cold water. 
The three gallons of emulsion will thus 
give 80 gallons of insecticide, which 
may be sprayed npon most plants with 
no injury to the foliage -and will prove 
fatal.to many kinds of insects, especially 
those with soft bodies or which obtain 
their food by sucking. If a force pump 
is not accessible, the emulsion may be

A Splendid Lawn, 

For lawns we want blue grass and 
redtop. That is all. Either will make a 
splendid lawn, all else being as it should 
be. & may be well to mix the seed, half 
and half. Blue grass seed sprouts slow- 
ly;-redtop quickly. Sow no white clover 
seed, no timothy, no sweet vernal, no 
Italian rye grass, no sheeps’ fescue or 
any other fescue, no perennial rye grass, 
no velvet or orchard grass; sow no oats 
**to protect the grass seed.’’ Take Rural 
New Yorker’s advice if you want a uni- 
form velvety sod—sow blue grass and 
redtop. Don’t sow less than 11¢ bushels 
of each tothe acre. It willinsure a uni- 
form stand and fine grass, no coarse 
grass. It is well to sow twice—that is, 
once each way. Carefully rake the lawn 
after each sowing and then roll. |

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WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 
Report of the Agricultural. Bureau Fou 
the Week Ending June 4 
Boston, June &.—The following weather 
and crop bulletin has been” issued from 
the New England branch of the United 
States weather bureau for the week end 

ing June 4: 

The continued cloudy and wet selidine 
has delayed corn planting in southern 
Maine, and with the cool weather has 
somewhat checked the growth of some 
‘field crops, But grass and grain is every- 
where making rapid progress, and in 
more northern sections all. rops are doing 
well. - The feed: im pastures is cxcellent. 

In all the southern counties in New 
Hampshire, the ground is completely 
filled, and in some lowlands the crops are 
either under \vaterorin the mud. Plant- 
ing. has been very much delayed, and 
much replanting will have to be done. 
Corn especially has been injured by the 
continued wet and cold weather, It 
looks anything but promising where it 
has come up, and correspondents in all 
the southern counties report that a great 
deul has rotted in the ground. Some are 
replanting, but others will harrow the 
ground for barley. Early plantings of 
potatoes on dry land are growing nicely. 

Not enough reports have been re- 
ceived from Vermont to make a fair state- 
ment of, crop prospects, but as the con- 
ditions of the weather was much the 
same asin New Hampshire, the results 
must be very similar. 

The growth of .hoed crops has been re- 
tarded in Massachusetts during the past 
10 days, till at the present time they are 
‘but little ahead of “the average..In.the. 
eastern part of the state considerable corn 
and potatoes have been planted over. 
Potatoes that had a good start before the 
rain are looking well if not on too wet 
land. Generally the correspondents re- 
port the grass’ and grain ‘growing finely 
and with good crops promise!, but in 
northern Franklin county itis looking 
thin, with considerable sorrell, and in 
western Plymouth. county not. more than 
two-thirds of « crop is indicated, 

In the southern part of Rhode Island 
there h:s been no ill effects from the wet 
weather; all crops continue to grow well, 
and the conditions are very encouraging, 
although warmer weather and more sun- 
shine will be very acceptable. In north- 
eastern and northern Connecticut the'con- 
ditions are much the same as in Massa- 
chusetts; grass and grains are growing 
well, and pastures look fine, but hoed 
crops are growing slowly, and seeds are 
rotting. In the southwestern part of’ the 
state less rain fell; crops have grown well.

‘The san is warm now, and grabs ripens 
with tremendous strides. Ifa good rain 
comes, its;tipening period will be post- 
poned, and it will keep green for a week |, 
or more. But let.a series of hot days 
comé, and one will havé to be on the 
lookout constantly, or the hay will be 
partly ruined. 

There is really very little danger of 
cutting tooearly. If the matter was sift- 
ed right down, we would find that most 
farmers postpone the cutting time until 
later, hoping that the grass will grow a 
little thicker and ‘the crop will be 
heavier, This is a delusion. We lose 
more by letting it get a little riper than 
if we cut it just before it gets so ripe. 

Grass can stand being cut quite green 
if it is properly cured afterward. Then 
‘we are sure to get all of the nutriment 
in the barn along with the hay. Green 
hay that is cut early will ripen rapidly 
when spread out in the field, and if cer- 
tain parts of it seem too green for mow- 
ing away it can be cocked up one or two 
nights and spread out ih the daytime. 
It will not require many such days to 
ripen—it--upand_get all the moisture 
and heat.out of it, says The American 
Cultivator. hela grass properly cured 
will not heafand steam-in the mow, but 
ripe grass improperly cured will steam 
anyhow.’ It.is the curing ahd_not the 
time of cutting that causes heating.

THE VERDICT BY BALLOT,

The people of our town, after a calm, 
waw.ofthemaky 
phases of the water question which, since 
the issue of the Water Commissioners’ | 
report, has been presented to the mind 
of a thinking public, came tugether in 
Stevens’ Hall Wednesday évening to re- 
cord the result of their honvat convic- 
tions. 

The hall was. fillea- completely with a 
representative gathering of intelligent 
citizens who came to deal with a question 
of deep concern and importance, and to 
dispose of it, not as a matter of fancy or 
sentiment, but as one to which much 
sober, earnest thought and inquiry had 
been given and to the manner in which it 
would affect North Andover and her cir- 
cumstances. 

Moderator N, P. Frye called the meet- 
ing to order at 7.45 o’clock, organization 
remaining the same as before adjourn- 
ment. Town Clerk Leitch read the rec- 
ords of the early part of the session. 

Consideration of Article 4 was in order: 
“To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of eighty thousand 
($80,000) to supply itself and its inhab- 
-itants with water for the extinguishment 
of fires and for domestic and other pur- 
poses, as authorized to do by an act of 
the Legislature of the Commonwealth, 
it being Chapter 202 of the-Acts and Re- 
solves of the session of 1893.” » 

The motion of Mr. Horace B. Foster 
that the article be stricken from the war- 
rant was amended by Mr. Andrew Me- 
Lean, to the effect that the sum of $80, 
000° be raised and the Commissioners be 
instructed to proceed. By vote at the 
previous session it: was decided that the 
remaining articles in the warrant should 
be voted upon by ballot. Prior to put- 
ting the vote Mr. H. M. Whitney inquired 
among other things if the warrant could 
not be amended or altered. The modera- 
tor assured him that it could not. He 
also asked if after the town had voted to 
raise the $80,000 the vote could not be re- 
considered whereby the Conimissioners 
were instructed not to proceed. The 
moderator replied that it could be. 

Commissioner Currier inquired if the 
vote to raise and appropriate $80,000 
would not be equivalent to re-affirming 
the vote passed at the annual meeting. 
He was told that it would be {so con- 
strued, 

Rey. Charles sites inquired if, before 
the Commissioners could legally issue 
bonds for the purpose of constructing 
water-works, a two-thirds vote would 
not be necessary before said Commis- 
sioners could proceed. The moderator 
ruled that under Chapter 29 P. S. a two- 
thirds vote would be necessary to warrant 
the issue of the bonds, The moderator 
clearly explained the significance of the 
‘Yes’? and ‘“‘No”’ vote;i..e., that an af- 
firmative or “Yes’’ vote favored} the: ap- 
propriation; ‘‘No’’ was against it.

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About Capons. 

As reported from the Oregon sta- 
‘tion, the Light Brahmas or the Plym- 
outh Rocks make by far the best capons. 
The black Langshans are excellent also, 
albeit they are very slow growers, Par- 
tridge Cochins are highly spoken of. 
The Indian Games make fine capons as 
well as crosses of this species on other 
large: breeds. A turkey was~ caponized 
here the last season, but the results are 
not definite enough to warrant a report 
yet. 

As to age, many-caponize_as soon as. 
they can distinguish the sex of the chick. 
The important point is not to wait until 
the glands are large and the ribs become 
stiff and unyielding. 

As to the best age for killing capons’ 
opinions seem to differ. One authority 
says, ‘‘Capons should be kept until two 
years old.”’ Another, Mr. Cushman of 
the Rhode Island experiment station, 
says, ‘‘Capons killed at 11 months of 
age. are preferred, as they get coarse 
and ‘soggy’ if. kept until 12 months or 
longer.’’ In spite of this last assertion 
it has been found at the Oregon station 
that capons are in good condition at 17 
and 19 months, and they certainly gain 
after 12 months. As far as experience 
goes there, it is adwised keeping them 
at least 13 or 14 months from date of 
hatching.
